EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: The prior art 
does not disclose or suggest a device for transmitting light comprising the combination 
of (a) a fiber optic cable having light entrance and light exit ends; (b) an LED facing and 
spaced from the cable light entrance end; (c) a body for positioning the entrance end of 
the cable to receive light, the body carrying a receiver which receives the entrance end 
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of the cable; and (d) an anchor carried by the body for attachment to a mounting board, 
wherein the entirety of the LED is spaced from the mounting board. For example, in 
U.S. Patent 5,732,176, U.S. Patent 5,818,995, and U.S. Patent 6,302,595, the closest 
prior art of record, the LEDs are mounted on the mounting board and there is no 
spacing. Since independent claims 1 and 26 have been amended to incorporate this 
distinguishing feature, all pending claims (i.e. claims 1-3, 8-35, and 37-39) are allowed.
